Police List of His Victims Includes J. 
Farwell & Co., the Northern Trust 
Company, Hyman, Berg & Co., and 

. Others—His Recent Record in Chi- 
cago - Regarded as the Associate 
of F. A. Parker — Will Arrive Here 


John Evans, alias “ Chick" Nonne, best 
known as “ Jim the Penman,” and regarded 
as the peer of any forger of the day, was 
captured in New York yesterday. In the 
care of Detective F. K.. Buckminster of Ross 
& Fitzpatrick’s Detective agency, Nonne left 
in the evening for Chicago, where grand jury 
indictments await him. 

The story of the police is as follows: Nonne 
was the chief of the trio of Chicago-New 
York forgers which included F. A. Parker, 


‘of Chicago, who was arrested in New York 


on Dec. 20. Among his Chicago victims are 
J. V. Farwell & Co., the Northern Trust com- 
pany, the Hub, Pushman Bros., Hyman, 
Berg & Co., the Hartford Rubber company, 
the Monarch Bicycle company, and a num- 
ber of other business houses. Representing 
himself as the son of a well-known San 
Francisco merchant, Nonne won the confi- 
dence of J. V. Farwell Sr., to whom he pre- 
sented forged letters of introduction in Sep- 
tember. The man whose son he claimed to 
‘be was not only a power in business circles 
but a friend of the head of the house of J. V. 
Farwell & Co., and Nonne was welcomed 
for his supposed father's sake. | 
J. V. Farwell’s Experience. 

In spite of his record, “‘ Jim the Penman” 
is barely 24 years old. For the occasion he 
appeared younger. His disappearance in 
the first week of October is declared to 
have left Mr. Farwell his creditor. The 
police assert that he wound up his Chicago 
campaign with a grand foray, in which it is 
believed he had the assistance of both Park- 
er and the third member of the gang, Walter

Aguinaldo Protests Against Otis. 

.~ Manila, Jan. 7.—Within a few hours of the 
proclamation issued by Major General Otis 
in behalf of President McKinley the agents 
of Aguinaldo billed Manila with a mani- 
festo which attracted considerable attenr 
tion. The revulution&ary President protested 
against General Otis signing himself Mil- 
itary Governor of the Philippine Islands. 

Aguinaldo, in his manifesto, declared he 
had never agreed at Singapore, Hongkong, 
or elsewhere to recognize the sovereignty of 
the Americans here, and insists that he re 
turned to the Philippines on an American 
ship solely to conquer the Spaniards and to 
win independence. He asserts that both his 
proclamations of May 24 and June 12 stated 
this fact officially, and he claims that Major 
General Merritt confirmed this by a proc- 
lamation several days before the Spaniards 
capitulated, stating clearly and definitely 
that the American forces came to overthrow 
the Spanish government and liberate the 
Filipinos. 

In conclusion Aguinaldo declared that he 
had natives and foreigners as witnesses that 
the American forces recognized not only by. 
acts that the Filipinos were belligerents, but 
by publicly saluting the Filipino flag “ as it 
triumphantly sailed these seas before the 
eyes of all nations.” 
Aguinaldo then solemnly protested, in the 
name of the Deity who empowered him to 
direct his brethren in the difficult task of 
regeneration, against the intrusion of the 
American government, and reiterated that 
he could produce proofs that he was brought 
here on the understanding that the Amer- 
icans promised him their codperation to at- 
tain independence. 

The revolutionary leader then calls upon 
all his followers to work together with force 
and assures them he is convinced that they 
will obtain absolute independence, and urges . 


them never to return “from the glorious |

Otis Hopes for Peace.

MOVE FOR BETTER JUSTICES. 


Civic Federation and Bar Association 
' ‘Will Endeavor to Secure Good 
Men for the Places. 


The Civic federation and the Chicago Bar 
association jointly will attempt to secure 
much negded reforms in the operation of Chi- 
cago “ justice shops."’ The Executive com-' 
mittee of the Civic federation yesterday 
adopted resolutions for the appointment ofa 
committee of twelve citizens to act in con- 
junction with the Bar association. The 
Committee on Amendments to the laws of 
the Bar association about the same time re- 
ferred the matter to ex-Attorney General 
George Hunt to formulate some plan and re- 
port. back to the committee. 

The terms of twenty-five justices of the 
peace in Chicago are about to expire, and 
the selection of their successors rests with 
the Judges of the Circuit and - Buperior 
Courts. The weight of both organizations 
will be brought to bear on these Judges to 
secure the recommendation of men of good 
moral character and legal ability for the 
positions. 

The resclution adopted by the Civic fed- 
eration committee was introduced by New- 
ton A. Partridge. It follows: 

Resolved, That a committee of twelve repre- 
sentative citizens be ee by the Presiden 

rate W the Bar associat an 
confer with the Circuit and Superior Court Judges 
of Cook County with reference to a full investiga- 
tion. and re by a nonpart and impartial 
committee upon the character and qualifications 
nominees for ait positions of justices of peace 
in the City of cago. 

“The scandals which have attended the 
trial of cases,in justice courts growing out 
of the incompetency, to call it by no worse 
name, of many of the justices of the peace 


Partridge explained. ‘‘All these justices are 
nominated by the Judges of the Circuit and 
Superior Courts. e members of the Bar 
association especially are interested in 
clean courts, and we think the time has come 
to take active steps toward obtaining the 
appointment by the Judges of a better class 
of men for justices. Sufficient attention has 
not been given to the character and quali- 
fications <of these justices, who exercise 
practically uncontrolled power in minor cases 
affecting the poorer class of people.” 

“T had not heard of the action of the 
Civic federation,” said Henry 8. Towle, 
President of the Bar association, “ but Iam 
sure the Bar association will join in any 
such issue. The present system of justice 
courts is objectionable for many reasons, 
principally the practice of bringing guft in 
the country courts, and compelling people 
to lose the case by default in this way. , An- 
other practice is setting the time for trial 
so that the defendant is unable to be on 
hand to represent his interests, and the 
whole thing should be changed.”’ 

John 8. Miller, chairman of the Bas as- 
eociation’s Committee on Amendments to 
the Laws, said the committee would meet 
to consider the report of ex-Attorney General 
Hunt whenever he has it ready to present, 
which will probably be next Saturday. The 
committee will then be ready to bring up.

“Palace Car Company Taking This Step . 
in Compliance with tle Decision of 
the Supreme Court Defining What 
Property It Can and Cannot Legally 

 _Hold—Vicé President Wickes Talks 
of Present Intentions—Residents of 
the Town Exprese Surprise. 


The Town of Pullman, as an integral part 
of the Pullman Palace Car company, will 
‘Boon cease to exist. In accordance with the 
decision of the Supreme Court the Pullman 
corporation will dispose of all interests pot 
named in its charter rights: The property 
now occupied by the Pullman workingmen 
will be offered for sale to the employés. The 
time when a petition for a re- 
héaring could have been filed, and from this 
time on the company will consider any 
propositions looking to the disposal of any 
property which the Supreme Court decision 
decided it could not legally hold. 

“ The position of the Pullman company is 
simply this,’’ said Vice President Thomas H. 
Wickes yesterday. ‘‘ There will be no at- 
tempt to evade the terms of the Supreme 
Court decisions This company has not yet 
been notified of the particular length of time 
it will be given to observe the law as laid 
down in the decision. .The company stands 
ready and willing to dispose of all the prop- 
erty which it has been decided we have no 
right to hold. The Pullman company, how- 
ever, does not desire to be rushed into a 
forced sale. The company feels that it is 
naturally entitled to dispose of its property 
at the best terms possible and to do this time 
is required, ' tat 

Disposition of Water Sytem. 

“Tt is a mistake to say that the water 
works system of the Town of Pullman will 
have to be handed over to the city. The 
truth is that the city is already furnishing 
the town with water, though the bills are 
collected from the corporation and not from 
the Individual property-owner, as will have 
to be the case when the property is sold. 
We have no water plant except a 
pumping station which is used for forcing 
the sewage of the town to a point several 
smiles distant. Now, if the city. takes over 

the sewage problem, it is a question to be 
decided whether or not it will take over 
this pumping apparatus, which wé now find 

Necessary to dispore of the sewage. 

“T do not understand it is necessary to 
@ispose of the gas plant now in use for the 
| purpose of supplying gas to the buildings of 
the cOmpany. We certainly have the right 
to. furnish gas for our own buildings just as 
‘guch as if we manufactured electric light. 

Tf is true we laid the water pipes, in the 
@treets and the Pullman company paid the 
cost. This does not indicate that the city 
will have to pay the Pullman company for 
this work, as in every case the property- 
owner has to pay for improvements. When 
the residence property in Pullman is dis- 
posed of it will be considered as improved 
property and the er will be required 


pay accordingly 
Suit Taken to Supreme Court. 

The suit against the Pullman company 
to have its powers defined was begun by 
Attorney General Maurice T. Moloney on 
‘17, 31804. Six months later the cage 

came up before Judge Baker, who sustained 
the. demurrers of the Pullman company. 
Then the case was carried to the Supreme 
Court, and on Oct. 24 last that body upheld 
the Attorney General. Justices Boggs, Phil- 
lips, Magruder, and Carter united in the 
decision, while Justices Craig, Wilkin, and

NDOUBTEDLY the novel that ts ‘ate 
tracting the most attention in Lon- 
don today is “The Open Question.” 
dt was published first over the pen 
name of EB. Raimond,” a name 
unknown to fiction, but one that, up to 


"the appearance of this book, had not made 


more than a pleasant reputation for its au- 
thor. I remember two or three years ago see- 


‘ing it referred to as a pen name and reading 


at the game time that the writer who used it 
had nething to fear by making known “ his" 
identity. Then came “ The Open Question,” 
and Mr. Henry Norman, in one of his cabled 
‘letters to the New York Times, said that it 
‘was an open secret that the author was none 
otter than Miss Elizabeth Robins, the well 
known interpreter of Ibsen’s peculiar char- 


acters. 


Every one who saw Miss Robins as “ Heda 
Gabler’ one day last spring, when she ap- 
peared at the Fifth Avenue Theater for one. 
afternoon only, read this announcement with 
particular interest. That isolated per- 
formance showed us that this was no or- 
dinary actress, but a woman of rare intelll- 
gence, one who studied her part with brains. 
Of course, we had no suspicion that she was 
goon to publish a novel that would be almost 
as much read and discussed as was “ Robert 
Bismére,” but that she has done so is not in 


the least bit 


The story was written then, but it was only 
published a few weeks ago, by Mr. Heine-" 


“mann, in London. Every daily and weekly 


paper in that city reviewed it at once and at 
length. Some critics Mked it better than 
others, but all agreed that it was the novel of 
the yéar.” In every edition since the first Miss 
Robins’ mame has appeared on the title 
page. As soon as it was positively known 
that she was the author, the critics began to 
scent traces of Ibsen through its pages, but 
she has made an excelient point against them 
by callthg attention, in a letter to the Dally 
Chronicle, to the fact that before it was 
known that “ C. E. Raimond "’ and Elizabeth 
Robins weré one, there was nothing said 
about the trall of Ibsen. 

Messrs. Harper” will publish “‘ The Open 
Question” in this country, but not until 
February. My impatience to read a book 


about which so much has been said has 


resuited in my getting a copy of the English 
edition, which I have read with the greatest.

Bryan’s great objection to the retention 
of the Philippines is that it will be equiva- 
lent to the destruction of the Dec- 
laration of Inpedendenee, to an 
erasure of the bills of rights from all 
American constitutions, national and State. 
and to an abandonment by this country of 
the doctrine that “ law is the crystallization 
of public opinion rather than an emanation 
from physical power.” As the erasure of 
all the bills of rights would deprive Ameri- 
eans of constitutional guarantees for the 
protection of life, liberty, and property, of 
jury trials, the writ of habeas corpus, etc., 
the retention of the Philippines witli, ac- 
cording to Bryan, deprive thé American 
people of their most precious and most 
jealously guarded liberties. 

Bryan assumes that these deplorable con- 
sequences will ensue, but he does not ex- 
plain why or how. He does not state 
whether the change in American institu- 
tions Which he predicts is to come suddenly, 
the moment it is certain the American peo- 
ple are determined to keep the Philippines, 
or whéther it is to come gradually. Bryan 
should be more explicit.

To quote Dr. An- 
drews more accurately, he said there have 
thus far been only two genuine national 
American heioes—Washington and Lincoln, 
but that the mearest approach’to a modern 
national hero was George Dewey. There is 
Mo reason to criticise that statement of the 
matter, nor is there any reason for finding 
fault with Dr. Andrews’ definition of the 
three essentia! qualities that must go to 
make a first-class national hero—namely: 
unselfishness, inoffensive partisanship, and 
patriotic foresight. If Dr. Andrews fulfills 
his purpose of inculcating these three quali- 
ties into the youth of Chicago he will be ful- 
filling his mission most admirably. 


OBLIGATORY ARBITRATION, 
Governor Tanner calls attention in his 
message to the fact that of the two Illinois 
coal companies which had serious trouble 
with their employés laet year one refused 
to treat with the State Arbitration board at 
all and the other refused to be bound by its 
findings. ‘To the inability of the Board of 
Arbitration to act effectively the Governor 
attributes much of the strife and bloodshed 
at Pana and Virden, and he suggests, there- 
fore, that the present arbitration law be 
amended— | | 

Making it more obligatory on the part of con- 
tending forces to submit their grievances to a 
board organized for the purpose of adjusting such 
differences and at the same time exacting com- 
pliance with the conclusions or awards of such 
tribunal. 

There is nothing obligatory about the 
existing law, except it be the provision 
that where both parties’ to a labor dis- 
pute have asked the board to settle mat- 
ters the decision made shall be binding 
on the parties for six months, or until either 
party has -given notice that he will not 
be bound by it after the expiration of 
sixty days. But if either of the parties 
to aa arbitration violates this moderate 
and reasonable provision, the offender 
cannot be made to observe the law or 
be punished for not doing so. Therefore 
the law is not obligatory at all, for neither 
employers nor employés can be forced to 
arbitrate or to submit to the decrees of 
arbitrators before whom they have yolun- 
tarily or involuntarily laid their case. 

When the lawmakers attempt to pre- 
pare amendments to carry out the Gov- 
ernor’s suggestions, they will run up against 
several difficulties which he does not seem 
to have contemplated. If the decisions of 
boards of arbitration are to be enforced 
by the State they must be enforced against 
employés as well as employers, or the one- 
sided law will be declared invalid by the 
courts. If the law declares that when a 
board decides an’'employer must pay high- 
er wages to his employés he must pay 
them or be punished by fine or imprison- 
ment the law must declare that when 
the decision is that employés should work 
for lower wages they must go to work 
for those wages or be punished by fine or 
imprisonment. The trades unions never 
will give their consént to the enactment of 
such a law. 

Suppose the law did not go so far as. 
to punish employés who would not accept 
the decision of a board of arbitration, but 
simply provided that all the machinery. 
of government, the militia included, should 
be used to protect the employer while en- 
deavoring to get men who would work for 
him for those lower wages which the 
board had decided were the proper wages. 
If an employer is compelled to submit to 
an award the least the Stateyan do when 
his employés will not obey a decision of a’ 
board of arbitration is to help him to get 
men who will do so, But the “labor lead- 
ers”’ will threaten with political death any 
member of the Legislature who intimates 
that he is going to vote for such a measure, 

The labor leaders are willing enough to 
have employers forced to submit disputes 
to arbitration and submit to the verdict | 
also, but they desire compulsory arbitra- 
tion to stop right there. They know that 
in hard times employers want to cut down. 
wages and have good reasons for doing 
so. It would not suit “ organized labor ” 
at all to have employers empowered at 
such times to force their employés to ar- 
bitrate the question of wage reductions and 
have the right to appeal to the authori- 
ties to make the employés accept the lower 
wages a board of arbitratic decided.

ORGANIZED SELF-HELP IN IRELAND. 

In an address recently delivered before 
the Heonomic society of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, the Right Hon. Horace Plunkett, 
Unionist Member of Parliament from South 
Dublin, ably defends his scheme for or- 
ganized self-help in Ireland. Mr. Plunkett, 
who was recently in Chicago and has a 
wide circle of American acquaintances— 
he passed ten years of his life on a West- 
ern ranch—thinks that the troubles of Ire- 
land today are quite as much economic 
as political, and that the best way to re- 
vive Irish agriculture and industry is to 


He began to put his ideas into practical 
operation nine years ago. The first at- 
tempt was, for several réasons, made in 
the dairying districts of the south. While 
failure in the more advanced parts of Ira- 
land would not have been fatal, success 
would not have carried comviction as to the 
applicability of the scheme elsewhere. At 
that time the dairying industry was un- 
dergoing a complete revolution. The mar- 
ket’ was demanding, in butter as in other | 
commodities, large regular consignments 
of uniform quality: The separator and 
other newly invented machinery were re- | 
quired to fulfill these conditions, @nd the 
only way in which farmers could avail 
themselves of the advantages of these new 
appliances, which were too costly for in- 
dividual ownership, was by combining to 
erect central creameries, Although the 
farmers recognized the ecanomic advan- 
tages of such a course, it took a long 
time to persuade them to enter upon what 
appeared to them an adventurous undertak: 
ing. At last, however, distrust and hostile 
criticism were overcome, and a codperative 
creamery was organized. Its success was 
such that there are now in Ireland 150 of

18,000. 

Later the program was extended to other 
forms of agricultural cotperation. There 
are now seventy-nine societies, with a mem- 
bership of 8,100, the object of which is to 
purchase everything that the farmer re- 
quires in agricultural production, such as 
seeds, manure, implements, and machinery, | 
at the lowest price and of the best quali- 
ty.

In this way. the whole 
community is taught the distinction between 
borrowing to spend and borrowing to make. 
It is this kind of education that makes the 
difference between a people the government 
can help and a people state interference 
renders only less self-supporting. The mi- 
gration of families to new holdings and the 
enlargement of present holdings are not 
sufficient remedies for the existing ills. 
Land is not the only factor in agricultural 
production. Capital and labor are equal- 
ly important. The extension of the Raif- 
‘feisen system is expected to bring in capital 
and to make labor more produetive. Then 
tenants, under improved industrial condi- 
tions, will no longer be tempted to subdivide 
their holdings as they have done on severa!

NEED OF A NATIONAL LITERATURE. 

A thoughtful article by Hamilton W. 
Mabie in the January Forum calls atten- 
tion to the crying need of an American 
literature that shall give voice to the deep- 
er spiritual life of the whole nation. He 
points out the fact that more than once in 
our history a profound ignorance of one 
section regarding the life and thought of 
another section has nearly disrupted the | 
union, The great distances of the country: 
are a constant dissolving force which even 
the railroads cannot overcome. The North 
and the South are not the only sectioas 
that are strangers to each other. There ex- 
ists today between the East and the West 
a misunderstanding on financial matters 
almost as profound as that of a half century: 
ago between North and South. 

As Mr. Mabie says, the strongest safe- 
guard against this danger of a fatal drift- 
ing apart of the sections would be a national 
literature which appealed alike to the ele- 
mental passions and deeper life in every 
section. No American writer, in this all- 
jneluding sense, has yet appeared. It is 
a significant fact that there exists not a 
single American writer whose works appeal | 
equally to New England and to the Pacific 
slope, to the prairies of Illinois and to the 
cotton plantations in the South. Yet the 
same human heart, the same elemental pas- 
sions, the same earnest current. of secret 
spiritual life, all exist alike in each of 
those sections. The spirit of patriotic en- 
thusiasm lies latent in all the States, ready 
“to be stirred into fierce activity by such 
an event as the war with Spain. Why 
has no writer ever succeeded in doing the 
same thing with his books as Kipling has 
done for the whole British Empire? 

Mr. Mabie gives an answer to this ques- 
tion, and it is an answer that commands 
attention. He believes that the modern 
spirit of expansion, which has made Great 
Britain so powerful, got its most potent 
impulse, not from the statesmanship of Pitt, 

or Beaconsfield, or Gladstone, but from the 
writings of Carlyle, Tennyson, and Kip- 
ling. Not that these writers have urged 
any definite policies upon their countrymen; 
they have simply uttered the deep and pas- 
sionate faith of the nation in its own ideals 
and destiny. No American has even struck . 
so deep and resounding a note of pride 
of country as rings through Kipling’s “ The 
Seven Seas.” In fact, Mr. Mabie charges 
that the American literature of the last 
two decades has notably lacked depth of 
feeling and profound seriousness. “ It has 
seemed to shrink from déep conviction, from 
strong feeling, from great emotion,”

has touched the universal American heart.

As this thoughtful essayist says, the more 
inelusive literature cannot be written to 
order. It must come spontaneousiy, and 
every conscientious writer who has been 
doing work in a' smaller sphere has been 
preparing the way for the larger genius that 
is to follow. We have now reached the 
point where such a literary genius can do 
his work; we have long been at the place’ 
where. the lack of such- all-inclusive litera- 
ture has been a source of national weakness.

They are negotiating with 
the County board over the amount of money 
it can give them. The board should not be 
niggardly in its grants, for this year's mbors 
will be harder and more expensive than 
those of any subsequent year. If the new 
Assessors do what the taxpayers hope they. 
will do they will make a new, tolerably ac- 
éurate assessment for 1899. They will not 
confine themselves to an attempt to cor- 
rect the most gross and obvious errors whicb 
they find in the oid books of the Town As- 
sessors, but will seek to find out the fair 
present value-—not the inflated boom value 
—of the different parcels of real estate in 
this city and county. soe 

This involves a good deal of. work. To 
do it properly the Board of Assessors will 
need a considerable number of employés, 
and they should be competent, trustworthy 
men, or there surely will be trouble here- 
after. Asa rule the Town Assessors looked 
on*the petty offices in their gift as so much 
patronage. They made men deputies to 
pay them for political services rendered or 
to be rendered, or to gain the favor of some 
political boss. Too many men wefe em- 
ployed and they were usually of inferior 
quality. | 

The new Assessors should abandon the 
old way of selecting employés and choose 
their subordinates because of their merits 
instead of their political influence. .They 
should act as if they were under a civil 
| service law. They will make @ grave error 
and so will the members of the Board of 

Review if they bestow the more important 
places in their gift on wornout party hacks . 
who never have commanded public confi- 
dence. Chief clerkships and similar posi- 
tions should be given to men whom the tax- 
payers can trust. Other and less important 
positions, whether permanent or temporary, 
should be given to the best qualified persons 


who can be found. 


If the two new boards will pu this 
‘policy they will a valuation of prop- 
faults, will be a great improvement on any- 
thing Chicago has had for thirty years, 
Those faults can be corrected easily dur- 
ing the ensuing year, But if the boards, 
instead of acting independently, allow 
“leading politicians” to dictate appoint- 
ments and to fill the offices with their re- 
tainers—men who “must be taken care 
of ’—then the work of the boards will not 
be satisfactory. The taxpayers will com- 
plain that the new law does not give them 
the fair and equal assessments they are 
entitled to and they will demand another 
law and another sét of officers. Fai 


GROSS VERSUS MANSFIELD. . 
The suit of Mr. 8S. E. Gross of aici 
against Mr. Mansfield is regrettable in at 
least one regard—it subjects to annoyance 
a man who is personally innocent of the al- 
leged offense. Granting that Mr. Gross is 
correct in charging that Bdmond Rostand, 
in writing “ Cyrano de Bergerac,” plagiar- 
ized certain dramatic situations from Mr. 
Gross’ play, “ The Merchant Prince of Corn- 
ville,” it is still apparent that Mr. Mansfield 
had nothing to do with the offense, He is 
simply sued in Judge Grosscup’s court be- 
cause the original offender cannot be got 
at. This is a situation which cannot fail to 
give the actor the sympathy of the public in 
the matter and it at. the same time places 
Mr. Gross in a rather unfortunate light. 
It might be better to settle the matter out 
of court even now, or at least to make a 
serious attempt so to do. 
Without saying anything to prejudge the 
ease as regards the vital charge of plagiar- 
ism it must nevertheless be said that the 
main point on’ which Mr, Gross rests his 
case is nota strongone. The balcony scene 
and the making of. love by proxy form the 
dramatic situation which Mr. Grose chiefly 
resents as an infringement of his copyright. 
But the baleony idéa is at least as old as 
“Romeo and Juliet,” while the love-by- 
proxy idea has figured in literary and dra- 
matic products wellnigh from time imme- 
morial. Whether or not the combination 
of the two. was original with Mr. Gross, it 
would still be hard to copyright such an 
idea. The similarity of the rhyming duel 
in “ Cyrano ” to the rhyming éontest in Mr. 
Gorss’ play is still more remote and intangi- 
ble as court evidence. The same may be 
said of the general charge of similarity of 
Rostand’s plot to that of the Chicago writer. 
_ Even supposing the French playwright 
. did read a copy of “ The Merchant Prince 
of Cornville ” and draw some ideas from it, 
any one who Has read the two plays and 
seen Mansfield’s Cyrano will perceive in an 
instant the utter dissimilarity between the 
two. Mr. Gross wrote a comedy admit- 
tedly not in a form for stage presentation. 
Rostand wrote a romantic tragedy, a fin- 
ished stage product, and altogether differ- 
ent from the other im spirit, style, and ac- 
tion. Would the incorporation of one or 
two borrowed situations in this new plot 
constitute infringement of eopyright? 
Would it ey#n deserve the name of plagiar- 
ism? Every student of Shakspeare knows 
that he borrowed nearly all his plots from 
older. plays, but does anybody contend that 
Shakspeare. wag a. plagiarist? The point 
is that “Cyrano de Bergerac” bears the 
impress of Rostand’s genius and personal- 
ity, and that the play is his for all time, 
wherever he got his niaterials. Whether 
Mr. Gross gains his suit for infringement 
of copyright or not, and whether he proves. 
that Rostand borrowed froni his play or not, 
neither the literary ability of M. Rostand 
nor the entire good faith of Mr. Mansfield 
owill be in the slightest, degree controverted.

|GUNS ON THE CANAL 


Interesting Points on Fortifying 
. the Nicaragua Ditch. 


ITS PROTECTION ASSURED 


Other Powers May. Object, but. 


Cannot Prevent. 


ENGLAND WILL ASSIST US. 


ASHINGTON, D. C.; Jan 6.—“ You 
may state it as a fact that we shall 
fortify the Nicaragua Canal, and 
that Engiand will offer no op- 
position to our doing so. There 

is not going to be any dispute on 
the subject. As for the 
tral American republic, she will do any- 
thing to get the ditch dug, and so will agree 
to whatever we decide upon.”’ 

These significant remarks were made yes- 
terday by a high official, who, next after 
President McKinley, is best qualified to 
speak as an authority on the subject. He 
added: 

‘*“Objections by European powers? Yes, 
they are likely to object, and vigorously; 
but what good is it going todo them? We 
shall act with England in this matter, and 
together we can defy opposition. No at- 
tention whatever will be paid to protests 
from other nations. 

“The canal will be fortified with the 
strongest works that modern military en- 
gineers know how to construct. Its en- 
trances will be guarded by forts capeble 
of‘ standing off’ the mightiest fleets. And 
why not, indeed? If we are to retain the 
use of the ditch in time of war we must 
provide adequate means for it. 
To leave it undefended wouid be the wildest 
folly, inasmuch as under such circumstances 
the enemy would be enabled to cut off our 
interoceanic communication, thus not only 
hampering our trade but preventing the 
passage of our fighting ships from ocean 
to ocean. No nation with ordinary common 
sense would be guilty of such a strategic 
blunder. A combatant does not deliberatc- 


ly expose his vitais to the adversary. 
“The gun power required to defend the 


sea gates of the canal is an unknown quan- 
tity as yet; it has not been figured out. 
No plans have even been drawn for the 
fortifications, which will doubtless be begun 
before the digging of the ditch itself is com- 
pleted. All that can be said is that the forts 
will consist of masonry emplacements, in 
which high power breechloading rifles, with 
disappearing carriages, will be set. Such 
works are composed primarily of an inclined. 
plane of solid concrete, rising gradually from 


. the seashore and covered with several feet 


of earth. To knock them down an attack- 
ing fleet must destroy the landscape, and 
the best aimed shells have no effect unless 
they happen to burst directly over the stonc- 


walled gun pits in the rear. 


Defense Helped by Nature. 
“Now, the number of guns required to 
protect a shore position depends, obviously, 
upon the tonnage of warships that can be 
brought to attack it. If there is a wide, 
deep-water harbor into which a hostile fleet 


| may venture, the strength of the defensive 


works must be much greater than ina case 
where the enemy's vessels can approach 
only through a narrow channel. Fortu- 
nately, in the case of the Nicaragua Canal, 
both the Atlantic and Pacific entrances 
have to be dug out so as to form artificial 
harbors, and these can be made of the shape 
that is most desirable from a strategic point 
of view. 

“On the Atlantic side, at Greytown, there 
is a shelving beach inclosing a large lagoon. 
The water is shallow off the coast, and it 
will be necessary to run out jetties and 
excavate between them. On the Pacific coast 
the terminal chosen is at present a swamp 
lying between a considerable promontory 


, called Brito Head and another elevated area 


of less height. This swamp is to be dug 
out to make the harbor required. It is easy 
to see that these bluffs will afford admir- 
able locations for big guns, which will have 


the immense advantage of a plunging fire in 


case the western entrance of the canal is 
attacked. 

“In order to estimate the number of can- 
non required to defend the Atlantic and 
Pacific openings of the canal, it- would be 
necessary to assume theoretically the maxi- 


mum number of warships that could arrive 


within range at one time, and to dtermine 
how many guns would be needed to ‘ stand- 
off ’ those vessels, the latter being reckoned, 
not as units but in terms of gunpowder. 
It is estimated by experts that one gun on 
land is equal to six*on shipboard, caliber 
for caliber. This superiority of the gun on 
land, I need hardly say, is due to its better 
protection and to the steadiness of its plat- 
form. 

“What caliber guns, you ask, would be 
most useful for these defenses of the canal? 
Well, it is not possible to answer that ques- 
tion without a study of the subject, which 
neither I nor any one else has made as yet, 
I should imagine that twelve-inch rifles 
would satisfy all requirements. Weapons of 
that size serve all the purposes of our own 
coast protection, save in a few spots where 
‘we are somewhat vulnerable for lack of 
guns of greater carrying power and de- 
structiveness. For example, it is con- 
ceivable that a hostile fleet might pass Sandy 
Hook, though somewhat damaged in the 
process, and refit in the lower bay of New 
York for further business, out of.reach of 
the cannon now mounted. 

New Guns to Be Made. 

**' To provide against such emergencies the 
War department is preparing to make a lot 
of guns of extraordinary size—i16-inch cali- 
ber—which will afford adequate protection 


in a few vulnerable spots where the 12-inch 


rifles are not high-powered enough. One 
of them, for example, is to be set up on 
Romar Shoal, off New York City,.in a huge 
steel turret. Indeed, the affair will be a 
little fort in itself, built up out of the sea 
bottom and threatening any hostile ship that 
may approach. According to the plans of 
the army engineers, thirty of these mon- 
ster cannon are to be constructed for use 
in certain localities which are exception- 
ally exposed. ‘ 

“I can see no reason, however, for sup- 
posing that such great guns will be required 


for the defense of the Nicaragua Canal. 


Twelve-inch rifles will do as well, I fancy. 
A gun of this size carries about twelve 
miles; a 16-inch gun about sixteen miles. 
As to range, we receive a mile.to an inch 
of caliber; but this, mind you, is only ap- 
proximate. Furthermore, the range of a 
gun is not what is considered by ordnance 
experts in estimating the usefulness of the 
weapon. It is of no practical benefit that 


4 & rifle should have a range of sixteen miles; 


at seven miles’ distance a ship is invisible 
on the ocean, looking from another vessel 
or from the beach, owing to the curvature 
of the earth. A gun that carrtes sixteen 
miles is more useful than a gun that throws 
@ projectile twelve miles simply by reason 


of its superior penetrating power and de- 


structiveness. 

“You must realize that the canal, not- 
withstanding the defensive works at its en- 
trances, will be extremely vulnerable unless 
protected also by a large number of troops. 
Fortifications are useful only to prevent 
an enemy from coming ashore or approach- 
ing the land at a given point. An army 
might be landed at a distance from either 
entrance of the big ditch, and, marching 
overland, might cut the canal. Such'a pos- 
sibility could be prevented only by ade- 


‘quate forces acting as a guard. The blow- 


ing up of a single lock might suspend the 
usefulness of the canal for a year. The 
Suez Canal, on the other hand, has no locks, 
and the only way to stop it up would be to 
fill it in at one or more points. The Nicar- 
agua ditch might be considered as an ex- 
tremely delicate piece of mechanism, which 
a trifling accident grill put out of order, and 
the care that m 
tionately great. 
“It has been urged that the nations of 
Europe would take offense at any attempt 
by Uncle Sam to fortify the canal. No doubt 
they will do so. However, a man is under 
no obligation to strip himself naked because 
his neighbors object to his wearing clothes. 
The suggestion that we could defénd the 
ditch with ships as effectively as with forts 
is idiotic, inasmuch *as, In the even of war 
with a great foreign power, we would have 
plenty of work elsewhere for our fighting 
vessels. Furthermore, as Captain Mahan,

, Size of the Undertaking. 

“It is estimated that seven years will be 
required for digging the Nicaragua Canal 
and that the cost of it will be not more than 
$125,000,000. This is an extreme estimate; 
the expense would probably be less. I may 
mention incidentally that the Panama Canal 
has already. cost $270,000,000. Newly invent- 
ed machinery hasmade this kind of digging 
vastly cheaper than it used to be, the esti- 
mate being 19 cents a cubic yard for earth 
and 59 cents a cubic yard for rock. In all 
there are about 121,250,000 cubic yards of 
earth and rock to be removed. This is con- 
siderably more than was required in the 
case of the Suez Canal, where 30,000,000 
cubic yards were handled. The Suez Canal 
cost $100,000,000; it is sixty-six miles iong 
and the digging of it took nine years. 

“The distance to be traverse! across the 
Nicaragua neck is 169 miles, but 120 miles of 
this is open water furnished by the San Juan 
River and by Lake Nicaragua. In other 
words, the piver mentioned supplies a nat- 
ural canalfor a large part of the way, while 
the iake“out of which it flows—an immense 
body of water, ninety miles long by forty 
miles wide—furnishes excellent navigation. 
Thus there are only forty-eight miles of 
cana! to be dug, seventeen miles of this dis- 
tance being from Las Lajas, on the west 
shore of Lake Nicaragua, to Brito Head, on 
the Pacific coast. From Greytown, on the 
Atlantic side, to Lake Nicaragua is about 
100 miles, but three-quarters of this is prac- 
ticable by the San Juan River. All of the 
digging will be done, of course, with the 
most improved machinery, and an object les- 
ven in the wonders which may 
be accomplished with steam shovels, rock- 
cutting apparatus, cantilever cranes, and 
other such instruments for digging up sec- 
tions of the landscape and removing them 
bodily. 

“About 8,700,000 tons of vessels passed 
through the Suez Canal last year. It is im- 


.agined that fifteen or twenty years hence 


the tonnage that goes through the Nica- 
ragua ditch in a twelvemonth will be about 
one-half of this, or, say, 4,000,000 tons. This 
is purely guess, however, inasmuch as no- 
body knows how far the new canal will alter 
the present lines of freight traffic. One 
thing quite certain is that the distance from 
New York to San Francisco, which is now 
14,840 miles via the Horn, will be reduced to 
4,923 miles by the Nicaragua Canal route. 
Furthermore, it will be practicable for an 
American Admiral from either end of the 
canal to direct the movements of fleets in. 
both oceans. 

“The so-called Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
now existing between this country and 
Great EPritain provides that neither the 
United States. nor Great Britain shall ever 
maintain for itself an exclusive control. aft 
the proposed Nicaragua Canal. It is cer- 
tain, however, that this arrangement wil) 
be nullified by mutual consent to an extent 
that will permit us to fortify the canal, ex- 
ceptional privileges of one kind or another 
being granted to England.” 


FORETOLD TIME OF HER DEATH. 


Mrs. Anderson Said She Would Die 
in 1898, and She Passed Away 
Christmas Week.

SUN ECLIPSED AT MIDNIGHT. 


Some Curious Facts About a Phenome- 


non Which Was Visible No- ~ 
where on Barth. 


The ordinary almanac gave for Dec. 13a 


partial eclipse of the sun, invisible at Green- 


wich. And indeed the expression as to its 
invisibility might have beem put much 
stronger, for it was to be seen inno imhabited 
region of theearth. An antarctic expedition 
might possibly have sailed within its sphere 
of influence, but as it was it passed un- 
watched by human eyes. This being so, and 
the eclipse one that was necessarily wholly 
unseen, it would seem as if nothing more 


could be said about it, and as if it might be ) 


passed without comment. But, unseen as it 
was, the eclipse was by no means devoid of 
interest. First of all it offers us an example 
of what seems a paradox—an eclipse of the 
sun taking place at local midnight. It is, 
moreover, the first of three eclipses falling 
within a period of no longer than a single 
calendar month. Dec. 27 will bring a total 
eclipse of the moon at Greenwich; Jan. 11 
a partial eclipse of the sum. And the three 
are intimately connected with each other. 
The latter in nearly all its characteristics 
stands in strong contrast to the eclipse of 
Dec. 13a large partial eclipse which will be 
seen just outside the borders of the arctic 
regions, at their midday and ‘in their mid- 
winter. Nor is this sequence accidental. A 
similar triplet of eclipses—the first partial 
of the sun and seen near the south pole, the 
second total of the mon, the third partial 
of the sun, and visible near the north pole— 
occurred just eighteem years ago. all three 
eclipses falling in December, 1880. Going 
back yet another eighteen yéars we fined the 
same thime repeated some ten days earlier 
in the year, and so on right away backward 
till 1664, when, while the southern eclipse 
was a !arge partial one and fell nearly in the 
midwinter of the southerm hemisphere, the 
northern was a mere graze taking place at 
the midnight of the regions from which it 
was visible. Looking forward we find in 
like manner that eighteen years hence an- 
other similar triplet of eclipses will fall at 
the turn of the year, and yet enother 
eighteen years later still. This ends the 
series of these midnight eclipses of the sun 
in the south polar regious, for January, 1953 
will be marked only by a total eclipse of the 
moon.—London Times. 


PUMPKIN SWINDLES IN OREGON. 


Light Thrown on an Industry That Con- 


tributes Wonders to the Exhibits 
at County Fairs. 


**Let no one open his mouth from aston- 
ishment the next time he sees a big 100 or 
200 pound pumpkin at a country fair. It’s 
all a fake, and the pumpkins are not on the 
square.’” Thusspoke a man who had recent- 
ly been in Prineville, the pumpkin center of 
Oregon. He further relieved his mind to an 
Oregonian reporter as follows: ‘“ Now, I 


have always at country fairs looked with . 


amazement at the monstrous squashes and 
rutabagas and pumpkins, and thought how 
great is nature, slightly aided by man’s 
skill in obtaining a high state of culture. 
But I always thought these big vegetables 
were square, not in form, but that they were 
‘on the square,’ and now I know that we 
have always been jobbed. 

** Will you believe me when I tell you that 
I found a man out in Prineville who had és- 
tablished an industry of furnishing pump- 
kins of a given weight to ambftious farmers 
who desire to take prizes at the county fairs? 
How does he grow them? Simple enough, 
when you know how. This pumpkin manu- 
facturer feeds*the pumpkins milk, just good, 
rich milk, and when the pumpkin has grown 
to the weight called for in.his order from the 
ambitious farmer he cuts it from the vine 
and turns it over to the one ordering it. 

“This is the manner in which he does it: 
Every day he filis a quart vessel with milk, 
places it on the ground, and connects it with 
a slit in the pumpkin vine with a rubber tube. 
The vine draws in the milk by capillary or 
some other attraction, and the vine thrives 
and it grows to enormous proportions. 

“It was extremely interesting to go out 
in the evening to the pumpkin factory and 
see the owner feed the pumpkins. The vines 
had become so used to it and appeared to 
like the milk so well that they actually rus- 
tled as the man with the milk approached, 
and the big, broad leaves waved in a trans- 
port of delight; and, when the milk had been 
consumed, the vines settled down for the 
night as contentedly as a band of cows chew- 
ing their cuds.’’~—Portland Oregonian.

FINANCIAL FORECAST. 
New. York, Jan. 7.—The market for Pan-Handle 
common has developed in a manner altogether un- 
expected. It seems to be a struggle on the part 


of powerful interests to acquire the outstanding 
stock and bids fair to become one of the most in- 


teresting financial battles which ever occurred in 


the history of the New York Stock Exchange. If 
the managers of the Pennsylvania Railway com- 
pany are buying this stock they are engaged in a 
strategic maneuver of the utmost Importance. Its 
ownership is @ virtual necessity to them,and they 
could not acquire it in any other manner at such 
low average cost. If they had approached the 
minority holders in direct negotiation the eager 
minority holders’ would have jumped up their 


| price. As it is now, whatever they pay for the 


remnant still outstanding the average cost will be 
low and the future hdrmony of the system as- 
sured. As it is now, the eastern and western divi- 
sions of. this great system are held together by no 
other tte than a majority ownership of stock. This 
is a dangerous position, and may threaten at any 
time’-the integrity or harmony of the system. 
The Pennsylvania system is the best railway prop- 
erty in the world. It should clear itself and clean 
itself of all intertangling equities, and become one 
solid, unified line, one unmodified management. 
Evidently the Pennsylvania managers realize this, 
for they have called a general meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Pennsylvania Railway company to 


‘authorize the purchase of certain equities of their 


system. The Philadelphia Press, which is re- 
garded as their organ, says: 

‘It is more than likely that the stock of some 
of the companies, especially of the western lines, 
may be secured, but as the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company has‘a controlling interest in most of them 
it will only be adding more stock to that which it 
now owns.’ 

The cables to the London Times with reference 
to this meeting coupled the meeting with the P., 
c., C. and St. L. property. The Philadelphia Press, 
however, thinks otherwise because the P., C., C. 
and St. L. securities have not been guaranteed. 


If the Pennsylvania Railroad company should 


guarantee the P., C., C. and St. L. shares these 
guaranteed shares would then come within the 
limits of the resolution. 

Before the recent advance in these shares the 


Pennsylvania Railroad company, the Pennsyl- 
vania company and inside friends of the two com- | 


panies were jointly holding three-fourths of the 
Pan-Handle stock. If they have been buying the 
stock they can now force consolidation and make 
the entire system one unified line at comparatively 
no cost, because the dividends they may guarantee 
upon the Pan-Handle shares would virtually all 
be paid to themselves. 

Fort Wayne stock, guaranteed, is selling at 175. 


| Even if the Pennsylvania managers paid prices as | 


high relatively for the Pan-Handle stock still out- 
standing the average cost of their holdings would 
be comparatively low and their position every way 
improved. | 

But let us ignore the merits of P., C., C. and St. 
L. stock as to its strategic value in relation to the 
Pennsylvania system and look at it solely with 
reference to dividend prospects. 

The gross earnings of that system will far exceed 
sixteen million dollars this year and every future 
year. Vice President McRea, who is every way 
superior in practical management can keep this 
property in fine order for 60 per cent of such 
earnings. 


Let us concede that he expends 65 per cent, the 


net result would be $5,600,000. This will justify 
a dividend of 5 per cent on the commion stock. 
As the years go on, the gross earnings will reach 


eighteen, nineteen, twenty millions and the net. 


result will be seven, eight, ten per cent for this 
stock. Should Pan Handle mae mean- 
while become impatient? 

Exactly in the same position toward the Penn- 
syivania Railway company as the minority 
stockholders of Northern Central were. The North- 
ern Central stockholders were turbulent for a time, 
but have received more than seven per cent per 
annum for the last sixteen years. A few days ago 
a decision was rendered in the Court of Common 
Pleas of Philadelphia in favor of minority stock- 
holders against the Pennsylvania Railway com- 
pany, forcing that company to make an accounting 
at its own cost. The present Pennsylvanfa man- 
agers have expressed themselves as having no other 
purpose than full justice to the stockholders of the 
P., C., C. & St. L. company after improvement of 
the property. The Pan-Handle minority stock- 
holders may rest tranquil. The Pennsylvania man- 
agers will do exactly this: expend the large earn- 
ings for betterments as long as they can make 
consistent explanation. Then they will pay divi- 
dends. Then the P., C., C. & St. L. shares will 
rank like a bond. They will be better than bonds 


' because they will yield increasing income and never 


mature.

Not very long ago the American people were 
floundering in distress of business prostration.

The Sulu Islanders and the inhabitants 
of Mindanao will, as before stated, be the 
first Mussulmans ever under the jurisdiction 
of the Stars and Stripes. In the last treaty 
between Spain and the Sultan of Sulu it 
was especially agreed that the Mussulmans 
should not be persecuted for their religion. 
Efforts by Jesuits to Christianize the Mus- 
sulman population of Sulu and Mindanao 
have steadily resulted in failure, the mis- 
sionaries as a rule having been put to death. 
Mussulman fanaticism is well exemplified | 
in the devotees known as juramentados, or 
sworn Mussulmans, whose belief is that 
a vow taken to die taking the blood of a 
Christian, if consummated, will bring them 
eternal bliss in the presence of the Great 
Prophet., These fanatics are a most dan- 
gerous class, as unruly.as a Malay who 
runs amuck or the howling dervishes of the 
Soudan. 

The highest feligious ‘office is that of 
Cherif, which is a hereditary post, car- 
rying with it temporal power. His sub- 
ordinates in the hierarchy are known as 
pandita, a title having the significance of 
priests. The pandita wields large influence’ 
alike in worldly and spiritual affairs, per- 
forming the office of physician and of- 
ficiating at the various religious exercises 
of his faith. 

Public worship is held on Friday, when 
worshipers are called to the mosque by 
beating upon a box or hollow piece of wood.

THEIR SENSITIVENESS TO PAIN. 


N a leaflet recently published by Arthur 
MacDonald, specialist in the United 
States Bureau of Education at Washing- 
ton, some interesting results are given of 
observations of several hundreds of 

women, girls, and boys, showing their sus- 
ceptibility to pain. The measurements were 
taken in different sections of the country 
and the classes observed included girls in 
private schools, girls in public schools, boys 
in public schools, self-educated women, busi- 
ness-women, washerwomen, and university 
women. 

The measurements are taken by an instru- 
ment of infinite delicacy which is pressed 
against the left and right temporal muscles, 
and when the pressure becomes in the least 
disagreeable or painful the record is indi- 
cated on a scale and noted by the observer. 


- he results secured lead Mr. MacDonald to 


the following conclusions: Girls in private 
schools, who are generally of wealthy par- 
ents, are much more sensitive to pain than 
girls in the public schools. From this it 
would appear that refinements and luxuries 
tend to increase sensitiveness to pain. The 
hardihood which the great majority most ex- 
perience seems advantageous. This accords 
with previous measurements that went to 


ghow that'the non-laboring classes are more 


gensitive to pain than the laboring classes. 

University women are more sensitive than 
washerwomen, but less sensitive than busi- 
ness-women. From this Mr. MacDonald 
concludes that there seems to be no neces- 
eary relation between intellectual develop- 
gent and pain sensitiveness. Self-educated 
women, who are not trained in universities, 
are more sensitive than business-women. 
The greater sensitiveness of self-educated 
women as compared with university women 
is explained as due to the overtaxing of the 
nervous system of the former in their une- 
qual struggle after knowledge. The girls in 
the public schools were found to be more 
gensitive at all ages than the boys. 

Previous experiments on 1,412 persons have 

led Mr. MacDonald to conclude that women

Yoshisuke Horitoyo is a young man of. 34, 
and an artist through and through, Hke so 
many of his countrymen. In repose his 
features are not particularly individual or 
prepossessing, but in conversation his eye 
lights up and his countenance shows a 
character of shrewdest intelligence and a 
strong individuality. 


“My parents were Toklyano people,” said 
the tatfaugraphist, “‘and I have followed 
this profession for twenty years. I was 
bound out at an early age to the greatest 
tattooer that ever lived—Toyo, a native of 
Hakadidi—the originator of the most re- 
markable designs in the world. From him 
I have taken the last part of my name, you 
observe, Hori meaning a tattooer; Toyo, my 
master, who has since died. Under his ex- 
pert teaching I soon became skillful with 
the needle. You know that in Japan and 
other countries of the far East tattooing 
is regarded: with some superstitious venera- 
tion. Sometimes’ the event is celebrated 
with considerable ceremony. _ 

“Under such patronage as was afforded 
my master he became proficient, and took 
rank with the foremost artists of his ‘time. 
| One of the last designs before his death was 
tattooed upon the arm of the present Czar 
of Russia, who, in company with Prince 
e+ ty of Greece, was making a tour of the 
world. 

A few years’ aga I was advised by a very 
high officer in the British navy to undertake 
& professional tour of the globe, remaining 
in all the great, capitals.long enough to 
become known and to find a clientele among 
the best people.

Sounds a Warning 


LABYRINTHS NOT CHARTED. 


MONG the most remarkable features 
of the nineteenth century, now rap- 
idly drawing to a close, has been a 
revival, after more than a thousand 
years, of that disposition to burrow 
beneath the surface of the soil which seems 
as tstinctive with man as it is with the 
mole, the analogy between the two in this 
reapect affording food for refiection to those 

‘whe favor the doctrines of evolution in con- 
nection with the origin of the human race. 


Give a child of tender years a spade anda 


heap of sand and the first thing that he will 


* ‘proceed to do is to tunnel, and as he grows 


‘up thé fascination of the underground 
grows upon him to such an extent that, soon- 
er than £0 over a mountain or river, he will 
prefer to pass beneath, while in a number of 
the leading cities of Europe the people, 
called upon to choose between an aerial and 
@ subterranean means of traffic and com- 
munication -have unhesitatingly announced 
themselves in favor of the latter. 

If attention is drawn to this at the present 
juncture it is- because of the announcement 
in the cable dispatches to the effect thet 
Hingiand’s Parliament is about to be called 
upon to Institute measures for the purpose 
of putting a check, if not an absolute stop, 
to the process of honeycombing the founde- 
tions and subsoil of the British metropolis. 
Moreover, an alarming accident has recently 
taken place at Paris, where the celebrated 
Restaurant ux, on the Place de la 

where the princes of finance are 

wont to foregather for their midday meal, 
was wrecked the other day by an explosion 
of terrific force, which is ascribed to the ac- 
©Sumiulation of gases in the subterranean 
ges and tunnels which traverse the 

rench capital, maze-fashion, in every di- 
hen, too, the works of the new 
Metropolitan,”’ or underground railroad 
Deneath the crowded Rue de Rivoli that 
#kirts the Tulleries are encountering almost 
insurerable difficulties, owing to the ex- 
tracrdinary number of vaulted galleries 
tht, tler upon tier, intersect the entire 
route of the projected railway, ani which 
will require the most delicate handlimg in 
Order to avoid danger to the huge buildings 
that line the Rue de Rivoli throughout the 
mreater part of its length. Finally, the anti- 
Anarchist conference at Rome, which has 
just brought its sessions to a termination, is

G@isposition which the Nihilists and \An- 
archists have shown of late to avail them- 
peives of tunnelings and of tunnels for the 
perpetration of their outrages against the 
constituted authorities and against society. 

The peril that threatens London and that 
is about to lead to statucory actions in Par- 
HMament is serious. But it is one by which 
Paria, Rome, and a number of other great 
Sities of the old world are menaced in the 
same way. One hundred years ago there 
Was practically..no underground London, 
save along the river's edge, where wine cel- 
lars centuries old extended for several) miles. 
‘Today there is anor as much life and traffic 
beneath the surface of the British metropolis 
as above it. Two and even three tiers cf 
underground with their under- 
round stations and shops. as well as other 
huge conduits, tun:.eis. sewers, and subways 
of every.description, honeycomb the subsoil 
of London to the depth of more than 100 
feet, and unlesg some check is offered to 
this form of enterprise there is no knowing 
where it will end. 

The results of this tampering with the 
foundations of London are beginning to be 
fe, and are giving rise to no end of alarm. 
A goodly portion of the metropolis appears 
threatened with subsidence, and the gravest 
fears are entertained for Westminster Ab- 
Dey, St. Paul's Cathedral, and other historic 
state edifices. In fact, no one would be sur- 
prised to learn that their safety has become 
affected by the tmprudent interference with 
their foundations. It was but the other 
Gay that the London papers placed on record 
an su in Hyde Park, where 
the ground suddenly showed a rift several 
mundred feet in length, and a week later 

S sinking of about a hundred yards of the 
roadway on one eide of Fleet street, while 
the police reports and the weekly returns of 
the buliding inspectors are said to furnish 
Sensational reading with regard to the large 
Humber of big edifices in the city, and man-

They are gentle- 

men-tramps, chiefly from the States; many 

ere veterans who have operated in Okla- 

home, Cripple Creek, Dawson City—any 
place newly opened to speculation. 

A number of young Americans, having fin- 
ished their service in the Cuban army,ar- 
rived in Havana penniless, stranded. To the 
English Consul, Mr. Jerome, then acting for 
the United States, they applied for money 
to pay their fare by steamer to New York.

He 
has written charming poems, has fought 
gallantly on many fields, has voyaged widely 
on many seas, and founded colonies in dis- 
tant America, is a favorite of the Queen. 
But in this Mermaid club his chief glory is 
that he is its founder and leader, the one 
whose magic personality has had power to 
summon and to cement in friendship 
these varied elements, 

‘Let us put our nineteenth century eyes 
and ears at the service of our imaginations 
and thereby enter into the spirit of the oc- 
casion. At last the all important matter 
of the yearly Christmas play at court has 
been settled. It has pleased her Majesty, 
Queen Elizabeth, once more to honor the 
Lord Chamberlain's servants with her com- 
mands, and the master of the revels has 
selected from their repertory *“‘ The Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream,” graciously add- 
ing that “for wit and mirth it is like to 
please her Majesty exceedingly.” And this 
choice means the highest of all possible 
honors to its author. For, uot then as now, 
were plays written primarily for the recrea- 
tion and approval of the populace gathered 
in the theater. This was but their proba- 
tion and dress rehearsal, so to speak. The 
public stage was fostered indeed; the Globe 
in summer, the, Blackfriars in winter, at- 
tracted daily audiences, but chiefly these 
existed that. the players should be trained for 
the court presentations of holiday time at 
one of her Majesty's palaces. The secret 
_spur to both players and playwright was the 

ope *being among the. chosen 
for the festivities at the royal 
palace—Richmond, WhitehdM, or Green- 
wich—as the Queen might fancy to 
hold her court. Disappointment, soreness, 
jealousy, not seldom followed the award of 
the coveted distinction, but not soon this 
occasion. For now the successful candidate 
is one of the youngest and best beloved of 
this jolly coterie and their prige in him is 
shown by the eagerness wit which they 
await his coming to read to them the changes 
in the manuscript of his play since its 
| former presentation. Ah! hear the burst of 
applause that greets his late arrival—a hégh- 
browed, blue-eyed, sandy-haired man of 32, 
| lithe in figure, of middle height, with a smile 
of great sweetness, yet sad withal. On his 
face one may read thé lines of recent sorrow, 
and all know that he has returned but re- 
cently to London from the mournful errand 
which took him te his Stratford home—the 
burial of his dearly beloved and only son 
Hamnet. The piaudits for the author of the 
most successful play of the season—** Romeo 
and Juliet ’’— ch then was taking all J 
London by sto at the Curtain Theater, 
were scarcely heeded by the grief-stricken 
father as he urged his horse over the rough 
roade of the two daye’ journey, arriving 
just too late for a parting word from the 
dying lips. But private sorrows are not 
for those who are called to public duties; 
then, as now, a writer must trim his pen 
not to his own mood, but to the mood of the 
hour. And Queen Elizabeth, old in years 
but forever young in her love of fun and 
frolic and flattery, must be made to forget 
the heaviness of time and the infirmities of 
age. if she may take part no longer in the 
hunting, the hawking, the bear-baiting, she 
still may command processions, fétes, 
masques, and stage plays. She will see 
this wonderful fairy piece of which she has 
heard so much since a year ago it graced 
the nuptials of the Earl of Derby. Does 
she not also remember that pretty im- 
promptu verse of the author when acting | 
the part of King in another man’s play, two 
years since at Greenwich? Did she not 
twice drop her glove near his feet in crossing 
the stage? And how happily had he re- 
sponded to the challenge! True to the royal 
character as well as to the meter of his 
part, he had picked up the glove, presenting 
it to its owner with the words: 3 

And though now bent on this high embassy, 

Yet stoop we to take up our cousin’s glove. 

While seats are taken and the manuscript 
ts opened let us take advantage of the stir 
to slip into our invisible places and to share 
in this greenroom conference. The play is 
not to be recast entirely, the changes from 
the early version being mainly for the sake 
of introducing certain touches to flatter the 
royal ears and to suit it to the anore elab- 
orate equipment of the Wait stage. 
Pencil in hand, the redder as he proceeds 
crosses out from his manuscript everything 
that clogs the movement or detracts from 
the playfulness; giving full rein to. his 
youthful imagination, he scatters the 
choicest flowers of fancy to create a vivid 
and animated picture. The lovers meet and 
part with pretty rhymes and repartee; the 
hard-handed n—the tradesmen and tink- 
ers—bring their clumsy efforts to serve the 
wedding feast; the fairies, lovely, graceful, 
enchanting, dance amidst the fragrance of 
enameled meadows. His fellow-writers feel 
the charm. No of them can do work in 
so many kinds “nor of such kind in each. 
They recognize their master, they are under 
his spell; the familiar stories from Plutarch 
and Chaucer and Ovid take on a new mean-

the fairy folk, according to’ the 
Christmas superstition which provides the 
holly for their resting: place for this season 
when spirits have no’power to harm. 

A responsive audience, truly. Roars of 
laughter greet the rollicking humor of the 
clowns and their rude burlesque of things 
theatrical; but longest and loudest is the 
applause over the new touches—those por- 
tiong that have been written in fo ‘please 
the court and the Queen. To remodel a 
play written for a. marriage celebration so 
that it shall seem to praise the virginity of 
the Queen were surely no slight task, yet it 
has been accomplished. Though the story 
is Greek, yet the play is full of the English 
life that they all know eo well, It is Merry 
England that has given the poet the picture 
of the sweet country schoolgirls working 
at oneeflower, warbling one song, growing, 
together like a double cherry. It is En- 
gland that has given him the picture of the 
hounds with “ears that sweep away’ the 
morning dew.” It is England that has given 
him his outdoor Woodland life, his clown’s 
play, and the clowns thempelves—Bottom, 
with his inimitable conceit: and his fellows; 
Snug, Quince, and the rest. It is England 
that has given him all Puck’s fairy lore, the 
cowslips tall, the red-hipt htimsble bee, Ober- 
on's bank, the pansy love-in-idleness, and 
all the lovely imagery of the verse. 


Mayhap, in truth, on some midsummer 
night, he did indeed dream a dream or see 
@ vision like unto this; bringing it from 


new point of departure and shines as.it has 
not shone before, either in his making over 
of other men’s plays or’in his few original 
works.

AT THE QUEEN'S PALACE. 

Three weeks have elapsed; authors, acto#s, 
and artists of many kinds, all have been 
busy. "Tis Christmas night We betake 
ourselves to the Queen's palace of White-: 
hall and enter? @ large, low room in which is 
erected a temporary stage. Queen Eliza- 
beth, in ruff and farthingale, with her sharp 
smile and kéen glance, her hair loaded with 
crowns and powdered with diamonds, is 
seated beneath her canopy of state, sur- 
rounded by lords, ladies, and Ambassadors. 
Candles light the stage; the silk curtains are 
withdrawn, disclosing a setting of such 
elaboration and tajusion as never before has 
been witnessed by eenth century eyes. . 
Never before had frugal Elizabeth con- 
sented to such an expenditure for costumes, 
properties, light, and music. tion is 
on tiptoe. In vain we search the audience 
for the thoughtful, high-browed face of the 
author. He is behind the scenes, an anxious 
and watchful partner in securing the proper 
working of these new mechanical appliances, 
the smoothness of the scene shifting. The 
Queen is a connoisseur in such matters, and 
there must bé no bungling. The stage is 
divided horizontally between roof and floor; 
the upper part concealed from the audience, 
and the lower section disclosing the interior 
of @ royal palace at Athens. 

Three soundings of the cornet announce 
the opening ‘of the play and of the stately 
dialogue in which Theseus, Duke of Athens, 
and Hippolyta, Queen of the Amazons, an- 
ticipate their approaching nuptials. 

/Sgeus enters with his daughter Hermia, 
bringing his complaint to the Duke that she 
will not marry Demetrius, the husband he 
has selected for her, but fs bewitched with 
love for Lysander. The Duke reasons with 
Hermia, but the maiden, still obdurate, de- 
mands to know the worst that may befall if 
she refuses to wed Demetrius. The Duke 
pronounces sentence:

T is only about fifteen years ago that 
any man traveling in England with golf 
clubs among his luggage was an object 
of mo common interest, and even of some 

suspicion to his fellow-travelers, and 

when they made inquiry, and ascertained the 
strange purpose of the leather-handled and 
heavy-headed sticks, they still regarded him 
as an amiable lunatic whose amiability was 
more questionable than his lunacy. 

Today—that is, fifteen years later—more 
golf ie played than any other game. 2 

This is a bold saying, but it is not beside 
the truth. It is true that more people as- 
semble to watch a cricket match or a foot- 
ball match. You can sit and watch these;. 
to watch a golf match you have to walk, 
which is not so good. But all these peop! 
thus assembled are spectators merely; th 
have no thought of taking part in the games 
that they assemble to see—would as soon 
dream of going to the north pole with Nan- 
sen as adventuring themselves in the foot- 
bali scrimmage, or of volunteering to march 
on Johannesburg with Jameson as facing 
an over from the only Aystralian Jones. 

They go to look on. But the people who take 

an interest in golf have an active—athletic, 

as far as their years and muscles admit—in- 
terest in it; they mean to play.’ 


If a large concourse, as often happens, 
gathers to watch the final. of a champion- 
ship, so that the players drive down a dense 
human lane, occasional excursions into the 
hedges, much to the latter’s discomfort— 
every ill weed or shapely tree in this human 
hedge is a golfer, is watching the play not 
only with a spectator’s interest, but with 
the interest of a pupil and an imitator, study- 
ing how he, by the great examples before 
him, shall improve on his own future per- 
formance, There are more golfers in the 
world than players of any other out-of-door 
game; if anybody doubts the truth of it I 


ethe less tedious. 


Apd not only do more men play golf than 
any other game, but the men who Slay golf 
play more golf than the men who play other 
games play those saidigames. For one thing’ 
the golfer golfs all the year. The cricketer 
only crickets in the summer; the footballer 
only foots the ball in winter. 
always with one. And besides 
more professionals golfers than professionals 
of the other game—by this I do not mean the 
met who are paid for giving lessons and 


keeping small boys off the putting greensand 
, 80 on--I mean.men who so devote their lives 
to the game that it may be said of them that 


it has become their profession, so that when 
one asks with reference to one of them: 


“What is so-and-so?’’—meanhing is he 
the church, the stage, the Stock Bxchaneg 


or the bar?—the answer is apt to be: 


he! He’s a golfer!’ 
It is.a sufficing life business—he is a golfer, 


Well, anything corresponding to this you 
would say about mem who pursue other 
games, for a short time of their life only and 
for a few months only tm each year. 

“ He is a cricketer,” you could only say of 
@ man during the few years between his 
schooldays and hig thirtieth year, and dur- 
ing a few mionths in the summer. Even of 
the great “ W. G.” you are surprised to hear 
it said now and again: Heis a doctor. He 
has patients!” Even of the professedly pro- 
fessional cricketer (those who are 
frankly and above board for playing cricket) 
there are many who have another supple- 
mentary profession to fall back on in the 
winter of their @iscontent. The footbal? 
player similarly needs a resource for the 


idle summer. 
But the golfer is alwaysactiva Theswal- 


lows come and the swallows go, but the sea- 
sons meke.no difference to him: he does not 
have to. te—to Australia or the West 
Indies—for cricket in winter. He-is al- 
waye at it. His profession, whether it pays 
him or not, fills all his time $ 

Of course it is not the same to.say thata 
thing is good and to say thatitis popular, I 
am not concerned in proving the goodmess of 
golf; I am only pointing out its popularity. 
But if such popularity does not prove its 
worth it at least seems to prove one thing, 
that it must be supplying one human need; 
and if that need be a healthy and reasonable 
one it comes, after all, to much the same 
thing ae proving that which supplies euch a 
need is good. 


And surely the need is redsonable—the 
need for good air, healthy exercise, dis- 
traction from worry. All this golf supplies, 
and supplies it more adequately than any 
other game we know. Of course, good exer- 
cise Is not to be taken as a synonym for 
violent exercise, Football provides that, and 
in less degree, cricket; but violent exercise 
is not good exercise for middle-aged men, 
and most men are middle-aged; for most 
men, therefore, the exercise of golf is better. 
And certainly no game will better provide 
immunity from worry. There is little fear 
of the golfer thinking about anything but 
his game while he is engaged in it. The 
trouble is rather to get him to think of 
anything else while he is not playing it. 
And if all open air is good, no open air can 
be better or more open than the free breezes 
of the golf links—generally with a pinch of 
sea salt in them. Golf proves itself equal 
to the supply of the reasonable need in the 
fullest degree. 

And equal to supplying it, too, all the life 
of man through—all down the seven stages. 
There is an age of marbles, and there is en | 
age of “ bumblepuppy ” whist, but there is 
no age of golf—it is the game.of every age. 
And it satisfies every age. You can put a 
child out Into the back garden with a little 


ielub and an old ball and he will be happy 


and- all in peace till he knocks his little 
sister’s front teeth out with it. But then 
that is her fault—girils always get in the 
way. Or you can send your undergraduate 
son out on the links and he will golf away, 
healthy and happy, out of mischief, all day 
long. Or you grandfather can be given a 
putter and sent to amuse himself, without 
danger to any one, all the afternoon on the 
ladies’ links. No other game will serve all 
ends so fully. ‘ 


An old man’s game! That is the reproach 
that is most often leveled at it, with a refer-" 
ence to “Scotch croquet,” and the like. It 
is true that & man can play it in his old age. | 
Ts much of a drawback to it? But the 
of the reproach, no doubt, is, that 
as a gatné it is senile, demanding none of 
youth’s force or vigor. _ But of this it is only 
to be said that it is an untruth. Old men 
play it, and play it tolerably, though not 
as youths play it, Dut this only with the 
proviso that they learnetl to play it when 
they were boys. Set an old man, a man of 
middle age, any man you please, who has 
come to adult years, to learn golf, you will
